22, 1882, in Merrill Hall, nt the comer of Woodward and Jefferson 
Avenue, in the City of Detroit, Grand Jurisdiction of Michigan; and 
it is with pleasure and gratitude to the Grrand Jurisdiction of Nevada, 
that your Bepresentatives acknowledge the honor of having been per- 
sonally present upon that highly interesting occasion.

A quorum of the Grand Jurisdiction being in attendance, by 


their Supreme Bepresentatives, the Supreme Lodga was opened in 
regular form. 


The Committee on Credentials reported and the Supreme Lodge 


degree was conferred on a number of Past Grand Chancellors and 
Supreme Bepresentatives, after which the Supreme Lodge adjourned 
to participate in the parade in the afternoon. 


The parade was a magnificent success, an% so grand in ita pro-

In speaking of the death of Joseph Dowdall, of Ohio, late Su- 


preme Keeper of Becords and Seal, who departed this life April 7, 
1882, the Supreme Chancellor says : 


"A* the world knew him, he was a man of modest, courteous 


demeanor, and from his genial countenance, there beamed the light 
of a trae nobility of soul. As a friend he was true and faithful, as a 
brother,

None knew him but to love him, 
None named him but to praise. 


Snob a man was Joseph Dowdall, but it needi no words of mine 


to remind you of the virtues of our departed brother. 


'We knew him well—no need of praise,' 
'To light to brighter paths and ways.' " 


During the session appropriate memorial services were held, 


afid among the many we were called upon to mourn for,' there was 
no wreath more mournfully fragrant than that which encircled the 
btoV rf our departed Dowdall. 


Ai yotsr Junior Bepreuntotiv*, I oannot refrain from in- 


serting in this report, by way of parentbeiif. tke truly eloquent and 
highly meritorioui remark* of your Senior BeprwenUtive,' Brother 
Morrison, who MOM in hi* place and addtewed the Supreme Lodge 
upon thi» oooMitn •• follows :

ing to the words of eloquence dropping from the lipf> ef the Supreme 
Bepresentativea, aa they told the sad story of the death of him whom 
the Order loved so well, and whose memory is now revered by all 
Knights of Pythias throughout the vast jurisdiction of the Supreme 
Lodge of the World, the words of Him,' who spoke as man never spoke,' 
came to mo with redoubled force, 'Come nnto me all you that are 
weary and heavy laden, and I will give you rest.' Oh what comfort 
and roal consolation there is in these words, especially at this time, 
when we see a Grand Army of well organised men, mourning for the 
loss of one whose counsels were always wise, whose energies were 
ever devoted to the work for which this vast army of men are 
equipped, namely, charity and benevolence. And how far the senti- 
ment expressed in these few words goes towards consoling those who 
weep and are bowed down in sorrow, can only be determined by him 
who goes to the Book of Law of our Order for wisdom to direct him 
in all things. When we take these words and the thought therein 
expressed, in connection with tha whole life work and grand charac- 
ter of our deceased and lamented Brother Joseph Dowdall, they fall 
upon the heart like light upon the rose, imparting new life and vigor, 
and we know that our brother is not dead, but sleepeth, and at the 
last day will stand with us in purity and strength. 


Till that time, sleep brother the peaceful sleep of a well spent 


life, while 


•The thoughts of gratitude shall fall 


'Like dew upon thy grave.' 


It was my pleasure to meet our departed Brother but once, yet 


that interview was of such & nature as to photograph the true char- 
acter of the man indelibly upon my mind. As I now remember him, 
I saw before me a strong, positive man, kind and gentle, yet with a 
fixed will and sturdy determination, reminding one of the great giant 
pine, that stands forth in the midst of the forest, meeting the cold 
chilling frosts and strong fior.ce blasts of Winter with the same bold 
front with which it is wont to meet the pleasant face and warm smile 
of Summer sun; not that he was indifferent to the thoughts and 
wishes of those around him, on the contrary, it was his great desire 
to please, yet he had a certain course to pursue, and so strong was 
his sense of duty, that everything was forced to yield to what that 
sense of duty dictated. His exterior, while pleasant, was not so 
polished and smooth as some, yet when you penetrated tha outer 
bark you found that it covered not only a sound but a warm heart, 
and one that was always beating in unison with the wants of human- 
ity, and his eye was as quick to detect the suffering of his kind as his 
hand was ready to relieve it when so detected. In his decease the 
poor and needy have lost a strong and faithful friend. lu behalf of 
the Brotherhood of the jurisdiction, which in part I have the honor 
to represent on the floor of the Supreme Lodge, I desire to testify to 
the great loss we, in common with the entire World of the Knights 
of Pythias, have sustained, and from under the shadow of old Mt. 
Davidson; from the vast depths of our silver mines; from the shores 
of majestic Tahoe; from the snow clad peaks of the Sierras we come, 
and, standing with bared head and hushed breath, drop teats with 
you into the grave of our departed and beloved brother. 


'The tear most sacred, that starts at once, 
Bright, pure, from Nature's mine, 


Already polished by the hand divine.' 


There is little need to say more, yet I cannot refrain from allud- 


ing to the legacy left us by Brother Dowdall. tit is more endearing 
than any monument of brass or stone that could be erected by the 
hands of man, and there it will stand 


'As some tall cliff that left its awful form 


Swells from the vale, and midway leaves the storm, 


Though round its breast the rolling clouds are spread, 


Eternal sunshine settles on its head.' 


My brothers, there are few men, if indeed there are any, whoso 


places in society could be so difficult to fill as that of our late co- 
laborer. His work of charity and benevolence was not confined to 
our noble Order, for in other organizations he was an active and 
useful member, and the State which he so long represented in this 
Supreme Body, can testify to his usefulness in the work of fraternity 
in other directions than ours, and in the business world also his in- 
dividuality was marked. 


When the circular of Supreme Chancellor Lindsay reached us on 


thn Pacific Coast, confirming the sad news which had preceded by 
wire, the grief was universal. Brothers who had never met the 
brother, but who knew him well by reputation, seemed to feel that 
our loss was irreparable. In my own jurisdiction memorial services 
were held, appropriate and touching resolutions wore adopted, and 
in many ways were displayed the most convincing evidence of a grief 
that was deep and distressing to witness. At the recent session of 
our Grand Lodge, the subject matter of the Brother's decease was 
referred to a Special Committee, and the report thereof was expressive 
of the sincere sorrow of the Bepresentatives and Past Chancellors of 
the jurisdiction, and by tho most unmistakable evidence of grief, it 
was shofvn that our late Supreme Keeper of Becords and Seal was 
endeared to all by ties that cannot be broken. "Pis true we are 
separated for a time, yet in the bright ray that opens up the morn of 
the great future we can see the genial faoa of our dear brother, made 
clearer and sweeter still by the reflection of the puie and unselfish 
teachings of our friendly Order; and we look forward to that time 
when we shall be permitted to euter with him into our final rest, in 
that higher and pure Supreme Lodge—that 'house "not made with 
hands, eternal in the heavens.' May our lives be as pure and free 
from stain or tarnish, and may we leave behind us, as he has done, 
a good name, and the Order will miss us, the world-will missus, not- 
withstanding its busy tread; for surely those who do their duty so 
far as they know it, and their abilities may permit, have their place 
in the economy of the affairs of the world. With this end in view, 
our Order will be benefitted, because we are members thereof, and 
the tears of the widow and orphan will flow when we are no more, as 
they are now flowing at the loss of our brother, both in sorrow and 
gratitude—gratitude for his good acts, and sorrow because he no 
longer lives to repeat them. But what is our loss is his gain." 


DECISIONS OF THE SUPREME CHANCELLOR, 


The following decisions were rendered by the Supreme Chan- 


cellor relating to the general work of the Order, all of which were 
approved by the Supreme Lodge : 


Mrut—Has a D. G. 0. appointed by the G. C. to institute a new 


Lodge the right to deputize another P. C. to perform the duty ? 


Answer—No. 
Second—A brother being convalescent, but nuablo from weak- 


ness to resume his daily avocation, is he entitled to benefits? 


Answer—A brother who is unable to attend to any business 


whereby he may gain a livelihood is entitled to benefits. 


[The Supreme Lodge decided ia relation to the second decision 


as above stated, that the same was correct, as applied to the facts 
therein stated.] 


Tliird—The intent and meaning of the law of the Order is, that 


the Keeper of Becords and Seal and Master of Finance are two dis- 
tinct offices, required to be filled by two persons. 


Fourth—Has a Grand Lodge the right to issue clearance certifi- 
cates in lieu of withdrawal cards ? 


Answei—No. "To the Supreme Lodge belongs tho exclusive 


right to furnish all Bituals, Forms, ceremonies, cards, Charters and 
certificates. 
,, 


Fifth—A. Grand Chancellor being charged with an offense dur- 


ing the recess of the Grand Lodge, the charges were presented to the 
Grand Vice Chancellor. Query—Who appoints the Committee of 
Investigation ? 


Answer—The Grand Vico Chancellor appoints a majority and the 


Grand Prelate, being the third officer and the next in rank to the 
Grand Vice Chancellor, appoints a minority of the Committee. 
Journal of 1878, page 1,573. 


Sixth—la it required of a member of the Order, legally entitled 


to admission to a Subordinate Lodge, to have a traveling shield to 
visit outside his own jurisdiction? 


Answer—No. A traveling shield is a letter of credit of good 


standing. A brother has the right to visit any Lodge, if he is in 
possession of the S. A. P. W., but a Chancellor Commander can de- 
mand that tho brother show an official receipt or the traveling shield 
if he has any doubts concerning the admission of the brother. 


Seventh—In taking a ballot for an applicant, both the C. O. and 


V. O. shall inspect the ballot, and the O. C. shall announce the re- ^ 
suit to the Lodge. 


GBNBBAL CONDITION op THE OBDKB. 


The Supreme Chancellor says : "I am happy to state, that from 


ine reports, communications, and other means of information, which 
have reached me, peace and harmony, progress and success, has 
marked the past two years of an existence to an extent at least «anal 
to any former period. The Grand Lodges have, to a greater or less 
degree according to locality and facilities, extended their jurisdiction 
and increased the usefulness of the Order, while the addition of two 
new Grand Lodges is a source bl congratulation; and besides this, 
the Supreme Lodge must now exercise supervision oyer more than a 
score rof new Subordinate Lodges.
